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Englisli Mail 

A new American fraud on tlie Bunk 
of Enghiiul sity^i the Liverpool "(Joui- 
ier," is Berioualy beliovod to be in jn'O- 
y l oss of a gigantic scale. Disclosures 
Lavo been made whicli put tho case in 
ibis way : — "Some millions of coiint- 
erfoit notes of tiie banks of iMiyland 
and France arc to bo taken to New 
York and put in circulation tlii'ou<,'li a 
banker in that city. As regards tho 
Bank of England paper, the counter- 
feits are said to be of exactly the same 
as the genuine niatenal, and as tho 
eyes of experts will thus bo of no 
avail, tho achonio of issuing notes 
abroad is ingenious, since tho chief, 
and perhaps only, mode of detecting 
spurious notes would bo a comparison 
of the figures with tho Bank of Eng- 
land lists. Be that as it may, a warn- 
ing hnsi gone forth from tho Depart- 
ment of State at Washington, and tho 
scheme may be nipped in the bud ; 
otherwise the consequence of the issue 
af such a quantity of counterfeit notes 
among the public of New York would 
bo disastrous. 

In reply to an address from the 
Greenock Chamber of Commorce ilr. 
Maokenssie delivered a long speech, in 
which he said that within the last 
thirty years Canada has expended 
about £10,000,000 in improving the 
navigable waters connecting tho great 
lakes with each other and with the 
waters of the St. Lawrence, and the 
policy of the present Government was 
to carry out improvements to a much 
greater extent than was contoraplated 
■when these works were originally un- 
dertaken. In redly to questions, Mr. 
Mackenzie said that the cause of the 
falling off of the Clyde and Canadian 
sugar trade was the same as that 
•which disturbed the sugar trade of 
Great Britain by tho French (i'>vcrn- 
nient granting bountie.s to their re- 
finers. The United States paid their 
refiners lately a drawback which was 
equal to the payment of bounties. 
Ho could only say that Canada would 
do its fair share in trying to put a stop 
to that foolish policy of France and 
the United States. 

The return of emigration from the 
Mersey for the month of July show 
» deoreace of 2,557 as compared with 
the corresponding month last year, 
and a decrease for the year ending 
July 31 of 15,71)4. 

IntensG excitement prevails in Kirk 
caldy on account of the bankruptcy of 
Mr. \Vm. Jarvis Marker, the indepen- 
dent candidate at tho late election. 
Mr. Harkor boasted that lie would 
spend £'20, 000 to got into Parliament, 
but a large portion of election o.xpon- 
fiea, .including printers' accounts, re- 
main unpaid, and a heavy loss has 
been experienced by his supporters, 
who were lately proposing to present 
his wife with a n(!cklot set with ru- 
bies. There is great indignation. 

The "Scotsman" nay-s: — "We are 
informed that the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Scottish Disestablishment 
Association, at a meeting held lately 
in Glasgow, resolved on various stojjs 
with tho view of forwarding the cause 
of disestablisluiKiit. One of these, 
we undorataud, is that conferences of 
nxiuisters and laymen shall he held in 
all the leading towns of Scotland, such 
as Aberdeen, Dundee, Stirling, Tertii, 
Dumfries, Kelso, ;Vyr, i'jdinbiirgli, 
Glasgow, itc, in tho courso of tho 
iiutuniii anil winter."

Slander. 



At ii political luecLiufj recently held 
in Cowichaii, Mv. "Wfilkoin mailo a 
most uiidigiiiried and wliolly unjusti- 
liiibhs attack upon the Survey Party 
now engaged in locating the railway 
line on this Island. It isgreatly to be 
regretted that the Provincial Premier 
should find it necessary to slander a 
Survey Party doing its best to advance 
so important a work, in order to justi- 
fy hia groundless, suii'idal and 
seuseloHS hostility to the Premier of 
the Dominion. Following up its mas- 
ter's tactics, tho local organ, in its 
issae of yesterday, bad tho following 
editorial paragraph: — 

"SiiOW WoBK. — The Harris party of 
railway surveyors have only got as far na 
ParaoDS' bridge, alter six weeks' work. It 
is believed that Mackenzie has given in- 
straotious that the work is not to ho oxo- 
cnted in tro grent a luirrj-." 

Now it is no part of our prosent 
business to defend tho Survey Party 
agaiuHt thcBO attacks. It will, wo foil 
assured, be sufficiently vindicated by 
its work. It is merely proposed to 
submit a few facta for the considera- 
tion of the reader, leaving him to 
judge of the policy of the Premier and 
his organ. Referring to the flies of 
the "Standard" itself, we find tha'.ou 
the 11th August, it announced in its 
usual elegant English that the"HarriH 
party" would start out at 9 o'clock that 
inoruing to commence the location survey. 
Thus do we, from its own mouth, con- 
vict the organ of a glaring misstate- 
ment in point of time, the location 
haying occupied exactly twenty days, in- 
stead of "six weeks." Now, as to tho 
amount of work done during these 
twenty days, it must be understood 
in the outset that much of it has ne- 
cessarily consisted in exploratory and 
trial lines; nor is the real work of a 
location survey to be gauged by tho 
mere distance traversed. The prim- 
ary object is to find the best possible 
line in all respects; so that it is not 
id ways the party that gets over the 
^'round the quickest that does the 
most real, valuable • v.ork. Nev- 
ertheless, we find, ii]^on ciKjuiry, 
that the "Harris Party," as it 
has been designated by the organ, 
has, in addition to much exploration 
and many miles of trial line, made 
about nine miloaof actual location — 
by no means "slow work." every hon- 
est man familiar with the subject will 
exclaim. But, as has already been 
.said, tho number of miles constitutes 
no true eauge of the amount and va- 
lue of work done. On tho contrary, 
every additional day's work of a judi- 
cious location party should be a ma- 
terial gain to the public, by securing 
the best and cheapest possible line, an 
object in which the people of British 
Columbia, in common with the rest of 
the people of tho Dominion, assuredly 
have an interest. Lot us now glance 
at tho latter part of tho ])aragraph, 
containing, as it does, all iusidioufa 
inuendo, designed to prejudice the i)ub- 
lie mind against Mr. Mackenzie, there- 
by justifying the declared hostility of 
tho Local Government. So far from 
having "given instructions that the 
work is not to be executed in too great 
a hurry," Mr. Mackenzie has actually 
issued instructions to have the work 
pushed forward as rapidly as possible, 
so that the line may be placed under 
contract before Parliament meets; and 
it is with a view to carrying out those 
instructions that arrangements are 
now in progress for placing two addi- 
tional })artios on it. Is it fair, is it a 
wise policy to thus misjudge and mis- 
represent Mr. Mackenzie's best efforts 
to fulfil as far as possible the onerous 
obligations assumed by Canada? The 
local elections are at hand, and tho 
electors are asked to maintain in pow- 
er tho Walkem Admini.stration bo- 
(iauso it has niiido a declaration of war 
against Canada; and every ofTort is bo. 
iuflr made to vamp up popular feeling 
against the Dominion Oovorninent, 
for no liighcr or more patriotic object 
than tho letcnlion of ollioo. To tlio 
i ntolligont electors wo leave it to do- 
cido wliether such a policy can possi- 
bly bo in tho true interest of this Pro- 
vince, — whether it does not aflbrd a 
most cogent reason for turning out of 
office a set of unscrupulous, selfish 
Rcbemers who would willingly fatten 
on tho ruins of thoir country.
